TOBACCO MEETING, 


Committee Appointed to Look 
After Matter of Dispos¬ 
ing ’08 Crop. 


Receipts Larger This Year Than 
Last, Notwithstanding the 
Money Stringency. 


A meeting of the stockholders of the 
| Washington County Warehouse Com- 
pany was held in Springfield Monday 
l afternoon in the Court House to decide 
what disposition shall be made of the 
warehouse in this city. When the meet- 
was called it was expected that a num¬ 
ber of Lexington gentlemen, who have 
j been negotiating for the buildings and 
) drying plant, would be present and 
j that - some sort of definite understand¬ 
ing would be arrived at. However, the 
Lexington men, who were thought to 
be very much interested, did not show 
up, and the meeting was then Conduct- 
, ed along different lines from those at 
first mapped out. 

Judge I. H. Thurman, who presided 
at a former meeting, was continued as 
Chairman. He made a brief speech,, 
stating the object of the meeting, and 
offering quite a number of valuable 
suggestions to the stockholders of the 
Warehouse Company and to the tobac¬ 
co farmers. He was followed by Mr. 
McChord, who spoke at leifeth, detail¬ 
ing the work of the growers in the 
past, and mapping out a work for the 
future. Mr. McChord’s speech was en¬ 
thusiastically received. 

At the conclusion of Mr. McChord’s 
speech. Judge Thurman suggested that 
a motion be made to appoint a commit¬ 
tee of ten to formulate plans for the 
disposition of the 1908 crop of tobacco 
in this county. The motion was made 
and seconded and was unanimously car¬ 
ried It was moved and seconded and 
the motion adopted that the Chair be 
empowered to appoint the committee, 
which was not done until after adjourn¬ 
ment. Judge Thurman then suggested 
that the duties of the Committee shall 
be to ascertain whether or not the 
present growing crop shall be placed in 
charge of the Warehouse Company 
here. The committee is to find out the 
cost of handling the tobacco, and in 
what manner it is to be. disposed of. A 
price is to be made on the tobacco, and, 
in this way, every farmer who places 
his tobacco with the Washington Coun¬ 
ty Warehouse Company will know ju8t 
what he is to receive for his crop.

Baldwin, L. 1., August 10. —Knowing 
that she was dying from hydrophobia, 
Mrs. Jane G. Turnbull.

imitated the example of the jate Dr. 
William H. Marsh, who fell victim to 
the same malady last May, by arrang¬ 
ing all her worldly affairs an hour be¬ 
fore the end came. She directed her 
husband .to have her body cremated 
and the ashes taken to-Scotland, her 
native country, for burial in a little 
graveyard next to a Sunday school she 
had attended when she was a child.

|death was almost equal to that of the 
Brooklyn physician, but it was more 
remarkable, not only because of her 
sex, but by reason of the fact that un¬ 
til the last hour, when she grew com¬ 
posed, she had been terrified by the 
thought that she was doomed. Dr. 
Marsh had known the inevitable for 
dhys before it occurred, and a man of 
science himself had time to school him¬ 
self to meet it.
